There .ire sonic performances in theatres 


and elsewhere which should be prohibited 
by law; tliose which endanger life or limb. 
American civilization reads with a shudder 
an account of ft Spanish bull-fight and re- 
coils from the narration of its curdling de- 
tails, yet it receives with only a passing 
thought the killing on the &tngc of a 
young nctreis whose part placed her life 
in daily peril. 
In Cincinnati, on Thanks- 


giving cl.iy, during the progress of the 
play called ""Si Slocum," Frank 1'rayne 
shot and killed Miss Annie Yon Bclircn. 
Miss A'on Itclircn was acting the part of 
Rulli Sto< urn. The fourth net had been 
reached where Marcnm, the villain, de- 
mands tlmt Si ghall shoot nn apple from 
the head of Ruth, his wife, saying : "It 
must be with the backward shot." The 
usual preparations wcromade. Ruth took 
her posit ion a distance of thirty feet from 
.SV, who turned his back to her. 
Then 


placing his rifle over his shoulder he took 
nim by means of the mirror, fired, and 
Miss Von Behren fell to the floor without 
o word or a groan. 


We do not believe that American nudi- 


fciiccs demand risks to life, which may at 
any time result as fatally as this. 
In the 


amusement world there is certainly suf- 
ficient scope without involving dangerous 
practices to attract the people. 
It is time 


that 3oni<r statutory provision should be 
mada piohibiting perilous plays being 
performed hereafter. 


The second session of tlie Forty-seventh 


Congress, convened on Monday. 
If it 


takes no holidays it has three months 
to transact such business ns may conic 
before it. And there appears to be con- 
siderable for it to do before tho final 
ndjouruniont. 
The tariff, if it is consid- 


ered with a view of its revision, will oc- 
cupy a l.irge portion of the time of our 
Congressmen, nnd there are'other ques- 
tions wbich should also be promptly acted 
upon by the House. One of these is a 
bill for u commission of inquiry concern- 
ing the liquor traffic. ' There is no reason 
why this should not be passed. 
We pre- 


sume tin' gentlemen interested in the 
liquor tr.iflic claim that they arc not en- 
gaged in anything they arc ashamed of, 
nnd that they are perfectly willing that 
all the facts relative to the inanufacturo 
nnd sale of liquors, which affect 
the 


public, should be made knoivn. 
The 


temperance people, to state it mildly, 
have no objection to the appointment of 
such a commission, and, as it has passed 
the Senate four times, it ought to be 
passed b\ the House at least once. 


If the present Congress will act intel- 


ligently upon these two measures it will 
not have been brought into existence in 
vain. 


—Some of the Philadelphia daily pa- 


pers have a habit of speaking slightingly 
of what tlicy call "interior" papers. 
The 


'•interior'' papers however are not always 
inferior to some of Philadelphia's jour- 
nals. 
It runs within the memory of man 


when a Philadelphia paper was hard to 
find twenty miles from the place it was 
published. 
AVe are glad to be able to 


sec an improvement in Philadelphia jour- 
nalism, the Press, notably, is earning for 
itself an excellent reputation as an able 
and thorough newspaper.

1 his is done with a view to 
encourage the production of fine goods, 
and while it will, to some extent, have 
that effect il will also bring distress to 
the lower clpss of manufactures in wool 
which exist %cry largely in 1'hiladclphia 
and vicinity and are already in a depressed 
condition from home competition, while 
on the other hand the growth of the finer 
branches must necessarily be slow from 
the fact that but few people are compe- 
tent to do anything nicely, while incom- 
petent labor is always abundant.

manufacture^, apparently in ignorance of 
the fact Hint our climate is not suffi- 
ciently moist, to admit of the production 
of fine fabrics of that staple.

these measures, independent of the revi- 
sion of the tariff, we name three that are 
especially conspicuous.

J'ifxt—The repeal of the whole internal 


revenue system, to take effect not later 
than .July 1, 188o ; this repeal, however, 
not to include the taxation on spirits, but 
to be accompanied by a system whereby 
the national debt reduction shall be first 
provided for (at such rate as to extin- 
guish all thu now payable bonds by 1891, 
when tho next will become payable), and 
the balance of revenues from spirits shall 
then be handed over to the several States, 
upon some plan of distribution, for use 
payment of their debtsand the support of 
their public schools. 


Second—The passage of a simple meas- 


ure reforming the civil service in the es- 
sential and vital particular—i. e., provi- 
ding for the security of the mass of sub- 
ordinate United States officials against 
removal except for public cause. 


Third—Tho creation of a new depart- 


ment, having oversight of the great rail- 
road and telegraphic corporations of the 
country, with authority to require state- 
ments of their condition, and to make 
the same public."—Wharton Bit flier in 
The Pliilailclpltiii Jlinrrimn.
